CONDUCTOR GIVES LIFE. 


Hospital Besieged by Throng 
After Crash at 104th 
Street and Indianap- 
olis Boulevard. 


One man was killed and more than sixty 
Persons were injured when a south bound 
Pennsylvania railroad passenger train struck 
a crowded street car on the East Chicago and 
‘Whiting line at One Hundred and Fourth 
Street and Indianapolis boulevard at 6:20 
p. m. yesterday. 

The train was running at full speed around 

a sharp turn and struck the street car just in 
front of the middle, turning it over and hurl- 
ing it thirty feet through the air. 
Ot the sixty-five persons in the car compar- 
atively few escaped without more or less se- 
rious injury. After the impact the car was 
left lying by the side of the tracks with a 
bruised and bleeding mass of humanity strug- 
gling to get free from the wreck. 

A heroic effort to flag the train and checP its 
progress was made by O. P. Best, the con- 
ductor of the street car, who climbed on the 
front of the vestibule when he first noticed 
the approaching train and signaled it to stop. 
The effort cost him his life, for he was 
frushed against the vestibule when the train 
struck.

Dozen Injured Slip Away. 


Several persons who were injured made 
their way to their homes without thé aid of 
the police. It is belleved that at least the 
names of ten or twelve not found were not 
reported. 

The Pennsylvania train was a local which 
leaves Chicago at 5:30 o’clock for towns in 
Indiana, The street car was on a line oper- 
ated between Whiting, ind., and Chicago. It 
was a closed car. 

The street car tracks and railroad tracks 
form an acute angle at the crossing. Out- 
bound trains from Chicago pass around a 
curve to reach this crossing, the approach 
being obscured. 

The curve in the railroad line at this place 
is known to the people of the neighborhood 
as death curve, because of the number of 
fatal accidents which have occurred there. 
The police records of South Chicago show 
that eighteen persons were killed in a wreck 
on this curve in 1893. Three years ago, an- 
other wreck occurred in which four persons 
were killed and a number injured. 


“Death Curve“ Unprotected. 


Passengers on the wrecked car say there 
were no gates at the place to block the cross- 
ing on the approach of a train from around 
the curve. Those who saw the passenger 
train before it struck say it was going twenty 
or thirty miles an hour. 

The vestibule was torn completely from the 
etreet car anditssides werecrushedin. ‘The 
passenger train was stopped quickly and re- 
turned to the scene of the collision. Two of 
the coaches were loaded with the injured, 
who were hurried to the Engléwood Union 
hospital. Others were taken in ambulances 
and automobiles to the South Chicago and 
St. Bernard’s hospitals. Many were carried 
and assisted to houses nearby, where they 
were cared for by citizens. 

An automobile party which passed the 
ecene just after the accident was stopped by 
the police and the car was used in taking 
the injured to the hospitals. Ambulances

Twenty Liners Fail to Arrive 
Ere Law Goes Into Effect. 


$100,000 TO $200,000 STAKE 


Pennsylvania Loses $20,000 by Narrow 
Margin of 50 Miles. 


New York, Aug. 5. — [Special ] — Nearly 
twenty steamships which have been bending 
their utmost efforts in response to orders sent 
by wireless to reach New York before the 
new tariff law went into effect lost their race 


At 4:30 p. m. the doors of the custom house 
clanged shut and the last payment of duty 
under the old law was registered and labeled 
Entry No. 1,118,000" by one of Collector 
Loeb’s clerks.

Pennsylvania the Nearest In. 

The vessel which lost by the narrowest 
margin was the liner Pennsylvania, with a 
cargo of wines and merchandise, which 
must pay $20,000 extra duty under the new 
law. Fast scout tugs had been out all day 
awaiting the big ship’s arrival, with orders 
to take off its captain and hurry him to the 
custom house with the ship's manifest. But 
when 4:30 o’clock came the Pennsylvania 
was fifty miles from port. 

Despite the ample notice which had been 
given of the pending passage of the bil! hun- 
dreds of customs brokers were caught nap- 
ping this afternoon. It has been generally 
expected that Collector Loeb would keep his 
office open until the stroke of midnight asa 
concession to the importers, but he declined 
to do this, and many brokers who had 
planned to cal! tonight and pay duties on 
goods recently arrived, or just removed from 
bonded warehouses, found themselves heavy 


losers. ; 

New High Customs Receipts Record. 

The custom house has been one of the 
busiest places in the United States during 
the last few days. The increase in imports 
in anticipation of the new legislation has 
mounted into hundreds of thousands, and 
to this has been added several million dol- 
lars’ worth of merchandise withdrawn from 
bonded warehouses. The total receipts of 
the custom house for four business days 
of the present week will reach more thar 
$4,000,000—double the normal receipts at this 
period of the year. This beats all records. 

All withdrawals from bonded warehouses 
were in anticipation of the passage of the 
tariff bill. Of course the goods on which the 
duty will be less under the new law were left 
in bond. Most of the merchandise with- 
drawn consists of hosiery. From July 26 to 
Aug. 4 the value of hosiery withdrawn from 
bond and entered at the custom house was 
$400,381. Hosiery to the value of $440,906 
was imported in July. Withdrawals of mer- 
chandise from the bonded warehouses for 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday of this 
week was double in value the withdrawals 
on the same dates a year ago, amounting to 
more than $2,000,000. 

Five Get In Under Old Law.

ARREST 3 WOMEN AS FORGERS | 


Detectives Use Trick to Enter 
Room at Congress Hotel. 


ITI COMES FROM THE EAST. 


Operations There by the Trio Said to 
Have Amounted to $5,000, 


Three women, said to be whusually clever 
forgers, who are wanted by the police of sev- 
eral eastern cities, were arrested at the Con- 
gress hotel last night. 

It is alleged they passed worthless checks 
on hotels and business houses in Washing- 
ton, Philadelphia, Boston, and Pittsburg. 
The extent of their operations, it is thought, 
will “exceed $5,000. Whether any of their 
checks have been passed in Chicago is not 
known. ; 

The trio came to the Congress hotel last 
Sunday from Pittsburg. They registered 
under the names of Mrs. M. C. Edwards, 
Mrs. C. C. Olcott, and Miss Croake. Mrs. 
Olcott asserts that she is a daughter of Mrs. 
Edwards. 

Miss Croake, who is about 25 years old, was 
registered at the hotel as maid.”’ She ad- 
mitted to Lieut. Cudmore that she and Mrs. 
Olcott were formerly employed as nurses at 
the Massachusetts state insane asylum at 
Taunton. 


Leave Positions as Nurses. 

A few weeks ago she and Mrs. Olcott left 
the institution and went to New York, where 
they joined Mrs. Edwards, who at that time 
was known to Miss Croake as Mrs. Durfee. 

Mise Croake denies all knowledge of the 
alleged forgeries. She admits having passed 
one or two small checks, but she says she 
supposed they were genuine. Lieut. Cud- 
more is inclined to believe her. She says she 
was born in Dublin, Ireland, and has lived 
in America five years. 

The arrests were made by Detectives 
Dooley, O’Connell, and De Roche. Telegrams 
from the east were received by Capt. O’Brien 
early in the day asking that the women be 
taken into custody. Inquiry was made at 
several hotels, but no trace could be found of 
them, as they had registered under other 
names than those by which they wereknown 
in the east. 


Traced by Pittsburg Advices. 

Through a telegram from Pittsburg re- 
ceived late in the afternoon they were traced 
to the Congress hotel, from a description 
of the trunks which they carried. 

Dooley and O'Connell found that they occu- 
pied a suite of rooms on the eighth floor of 
the hotel. One of the detectives went to the 
apartments, and his knock at the door was 
answered by Mrs. Olcott. She said she was 
the maid, and that Mrs. Edwards was not in. 

The detectives watched the apartments 
several hours, and as no one went in or 
out they decided that all three of the women 
were hiding. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock Dooley, disguised 
as a porter, rapped at the door and demanded 
admittance. A report of a gas leak had 
been made at the office, he said, and he 
wanted to examine the fixtures. 

When he gained entrance he showed his 
police badge and told Mrs. Edwards, who 
admitted him, that she was under arrest. 

Detectives O'Connell and De Roche fol- 
lowed Dooley into the apartments, and when 
the latter showed his police insignia the 
elder woman was chagrined at being trapped

voters cast their ballots in favor of a strike, 
This was an estimate based upon observa- 
tions extending over a period of more than 
twenty hours. The counting of the ballots 
was started immediately upon the closing 
of the polls, but the final figures will be re- 
served for presentation to meetings of the 
divisions of the union. 


The Chicago railways employés appointed : 


three men to serve on a joint committee of 
nine and the City Railway and Calumet 
division of the union will appoint three mea 


each to serve on the committee. It is the 


plan of the union to have this joint com- 
mittee conduct negotiations with Presidents 
Roach and Mitten of the traction companies 
jointly, and to refuse to negotiate on any 
other basis. 

The meeting of division 260, the organiza- 
tion of the employés of the Chicago City rall- 
way, will be held tomorrow night at 4300 
State street. Division 241, the organization 
of the employés of the Chicago Railways 
company, is scheduled to meet at Schoen- 
hofen’s hall, Milwaukee and Ashland ave- 
nues, for a similar purpose at the call of the 
president. Until these meetings have been 
convened the counted ballots will be kept 
locked in vaults controlled by the union, ac- 
cording to official statements. 


Big Majority for Strike. 

Out of 6,100 men in Division 241 it was est 
mated that 5,300 cast ballots. Of those whe 
voted it was estimated that less than 100 
voted against the strike. Out of the 2,800 
men employed by the south side company it 
was estimated that 2,750 voted, and that of 
this number less than 160 voted against @ 
strike. 

It was admitted by strike leaders and trac- 
tion representatives alike that for the imme- 
diate present, at least, the strike vote will 
represent a weapon to be brought into use in 
case of extremity, if the sanction of Presi- 
dent W. D. Mahon and the executive board 
of the national organization can be obtained. 
While local union officials do not intend 30 
project Mr. Mahon into te controversy 
actively until they firat try their own hands 
in dealing with the companies, it is expected 
that Mr. Mahon will arrive here tonight or 
tomorrow for the purpose of observing the 
coming tournament.

DENEEN PLANS SOLONS’ WORK 


Governor to Issue Callin October 
for Extra Session. 


NEW PRIMARY LAW PLANNED 


Lorimer Is Coming Home with News 
of Federal Patronage. 


Gov. Deneen is busily at work arranging a 
program for the extra session of the general 
assembly. This information came from 
Springfield yesterday, coupled with the tip 
that the official call for the extra session will 
be issued during the week following the state 
fair in October. 

The governor in shaping up the matters 
which he will ask the legislators to consider 
is seeking to have the codification of the reve- 
nue laws and of the laws affecting the rail- 
roads inchided in the special session business. 

The-general assembly prior to adjournment 
authorized the appointment of separate com- 
missions to do the work of codification. The 
news from the state capital is that Gov. De- 
neen is about ready to announce these com- 
missions and will ask the members to get 
busy and have their findings prepared for 
submission to the members of the legislature 
when they convene in November, 


Plan Working Agreement. 

The points to be included in the special ses- 
sion call have not been announced by Gov. 
Deneen, and the only big item which the sen- 
ators and representatives are certain will be 
put up to them is the making of another pri- 


mary law. It is understood that efforts will 4 


be made by forces which are ostensibly in 
control of the legislature to have a working 
agreement on a primary law satisfactorily 
arranged prior to the reassembling of the 
salons at Springfleu 

The possibility of Speaker Shurtleff being 
chosen as the successor to the late federal 
Judge Bethea is giving concern to those per- 
sons whose interest is centered in the prog- 
ress of legislative matters. Speaker Shurt- 
leff is said to be desirous of reélection as 
speaker by Republican votes at the next reg- 
ular session of the general assembly. It s 
conceded that if he remains in the house that 
he will be elected speaker for the extraordi- 
nary sersion. 


Shurtleff Going on Bench? 

Should Mr. Shurtleff be raised to the fed- 
eral bench, it is quite another matter, and 
the politicians predict a scramble for the 
official gavel at the extra session, on the 
theory that the special session speaker would 
have a long lead for the speakership at the 
next regular session.

EXCURSION ON LAKE TODAY. 


Primary Edycation of Youth Urged as 
National Campaign. 


With a final plea for more vigorous action 
against the liquor forces of the country, the 
elimination of the American saloon, and pri- 
mary education of the young ih the principles 
of temperance, the thirty-ninth annual con- 
vention of the Catholic Total Abstinence 
union of America virtually ended its sessions 
yesterday. 

As a climax to the important work done by 
the convention, more than 1,000 delegates 
voted unanimously, for the election of the 
Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan of St. Mary's church 
(Paulist Fathers), Chicago, to the presiden- 
cy. Father O'Callaghan, who was treasurer, 
succeeds the Rev. James Thomas Coffey of 
St. Louls, who is touring the Holy land. 

It also was decided to receive subscriptions 
from members so that-the campaign of total 
abstinence could be carried on with greater 
vigor. It is expected that several thousand 
dollars will be added to the funds of the union 
before the next annual meeting. 

The closing address was made by the Rev. 
James M. Reardon of St. Paul, who spoke 
on The New Crusade.” He gave sugges- 
tions for more effective temperance work 
among the young, ad especially advocated 
a campaign of education ag a means of over- 
throwing the liquor forces. 


Urges Education of Youth. 

The education of the young in temperance 
principles must be made the object of our 
most strenuous endeavors,’ he said, for 
ft is not to be supposed that the decisive 
battlefield in the present temperance con- 
flict is in the halls of legislation. It really 
lies in the public schools and in me Sunday 
schools and in the homes. | 

There must be a mind of temperance and 
self-control put into the youth df today. 
Boys must learn the needlessness and hurt 
of strong drink, and the necessity of with- 
standing its lure, and the glory of joining 
that company of knightly souls who have 
vowed to fight it ever and everywhere until 
it no longer shall curse the race. 

“Every child, without exception, should 
be taught the truth—the unassailable truth 
about strong drink in relation to the in- 
dividual and the community. And if, despite 
this teaching, he enters upon the broad way 
that leadeth to destruction, he does so with 
full understanding of tHe consequences 
which flow from his deliberate choice. 

We are little less than criminally re- 
sponsible if we fail to enlighten the minds, 
mold the character, and form the habits 
of the rising generation on this all impor- 
tant matter.” ! 


Quotes Figures as Argument. 

From a study of alcoholic cases made by 
Dr. Lambert of the Bellevue hospital for the 
year 1904, it was found that nearly 7 per cent 
began to drink before they attained the age 
of 12 years; 30 per cent before the age of 16; 
68 per cent, or more than two-thirds, before 
the age of 21. 

“This indicates clearly that if effective 
temperance work is to be done among the 
young it must be undertaken at an early age 
and continued beyond the span of youth.“ 

A resolution was offered by Miss A. H. 
O'Connor of Chicago to the effect that the 
union should print all of the papers read at 
the convention and send them broadcast to 
saloonkeepers. It also was suggested that 
the union make a campaign among employ- 
ers to get them to pay their employésin cash 
instead of checks. 

One delegate asserted the check paying 
system made no difference with men who 
wanted to spend their money in the saloons. 
It was declared that a recent test in Penn- 
sylvania disclosed that out of $50,000 paid to 
laBorers in new bills more than $25,000 was 
sent to the banks next day by the saloon- 
keepers. 

Loeal Option Indorsed. 

Resolutions were passed favoring local op- 
tion and urging members of the organization 
to fight vigorously for this method of exter- 
minating the saloon.

Boards of Assessors and Re- 
view Seek Legal View on 
Their Authority. 


TILT OVER CAPITAL STOCK 


Several Public Officials Fail to 
Answer Summons on In- 
creased Assessments, 


* 


Because there ie a difference of opinion 
among the legal advisers of the various tax- 
ing hodies regarding what authority’ the 
board of assessors and the board of review, 
have in the matter of assessing the capital 
stock of mercantile corporations, it has been 
decided to put the question up to the courts 
‘for final decision... The position of the board 
of review and also the board of assessors in 
this matter has been set forth in a letter 
which was sent yesterday to John C. Hard- 
ing of the Illinois Tax Reform league by 
ey O. West. president of the board of re- 

ew. 

Harding filed complaint with the board of 
assessors and later with the board of re- 
view, demanding that they levy a capital 
stock tax against several of the largest cor- 
porations tn the county, among them being 
Armour & Co., Swift & Co., J. S. Kirk & Co., 
and N. K. Fairbank & Co. In this complaint 
Mr. Harding professed to give figures show- 
ing the value of the stock. 

In the meantime both the boards had re- 
ferred the matter to their attorneys, John 
C. Richberg for the board of assessors and 
Herbert S. Duncan for the board of review, 
and also had asked Attorney General Stead 
for an opinion as to whether they had author- 


cantile corporations. 


Will Precipitate a Suit. 

Attorney Richberg held that the local as- 
sessing bodies had that authority, while At- 
torney General Stead and Attorney Duncan 
held that the authority was vested by stat - 
ute in the state board of equalization. There- 
fore, in order that it may be settled for all 
time, the two local boards have agreed that 
the board of assessors shall levy an assess- 
ment against the capital stock of certain 
mercantile corporations having charters sim- 
Har to those named in Mr. Harding's com- 
plaint. with the expectation that some or all 
of them will also be assessed by the state 
board of equalization, which will precipitate 
a suit. 

In his letter to Mr. Harding Mr. West says: 
In relation to several communications filed 
by you on the 14th day of July in respect to 


corporations, we wish to say that the board 
of review has been advised by its attorney, 
appointed to act as such by operation of law, 
that the board of review has not authority to 
assess for back or current taxes the capital 
stock of certain Illinois corporations named 
‘in your communication. * 


Legal Opinion Is Sought. 

That the question may be finally deter- 
mined by the courts of ourestate the board 
of review has arranged with the board of 
assessors of Cook county to assess for 1909 
the capital stock of certain Illinois corpora- 
tions whose charters have provisions similar 
to those named in your said communication. 
The board of asseseors has reserved the right 
to select the corporations which will be 80 
assessed.“ 

Public officials generally have been lax 
about answering summons to appear before 
the members of the board of review to show 
cause why their assessments should not be 
increased. In view of their failure to report 
the board will settle the cases to suit itself, 
and it is said that probably it may add @ 
little to the board of assessors’ figures,

able opposition to anything of the kind. 
Representative Payne of New York and 
Representative McCall of Massachusetts 
both asserted that if such an amendment 
were attached to the boots and shoes resolu- 
tion the measure would fall. A point of 
order would be made against it on the ground 
that there was a change in the duty, which 
should originate in the house, and this would 
defeat the entire resolution. 

No such point would lie against the reso- 
Jution if only products of hides and calf- 
skins were referred to, because a change of 
duty was not contemplated thereby. 

This argument showed imagination, for, as 
reported by the conferees, boots and shoes 
of calf skins were dutiable at a higher rate 
than those made from hides of cattle. How- 
ever, Senator Aldrich hag the votes behind 
him, and the argument, therefore, was bomb- 
proof. 


Culberson Is Bitter. 

Senator Culberson, minority leader of the 
senate, was informed before the vote on the 
bill was taken that the cotton bagging propo- 

‘sition could not be accepted. 

When he rose on the floor to offer his 
amendment to the boots and shoes resolu- 
tion he made no secret of his bitter resent- 
ment at the conduct of Senator Aldrich and 
his colleagues on the conference committee. 
Mr. Culberson insisted that the southern 
cotton producers were in justice entitled as 
much to free cotton bagging as the farmers 
of the rest of the country were to free bind- 
ing twine. He charged that the refusal to 
take the action he recommended was due 
to the desire of a certain. member of the 
house to protect a monopoly in this material, 
evidently referring either to Representative 
Payne or Representative ‘McCall. 
Senator McLaurin of Mississippi read the 
' Congressional Record of yesterday to prove 
‘that Senator Aldrich had agreed to a cotton 
bagging amendment. It showed that Sen- 
.ator Scott of West Virginia ed if the 
‘finance committee was willing to accept the 
amendment and enator Aldrich’s reply was: 
It does. 


Aldrich Says Error Was Made. 
The Rhode Island senator insisted that the 
etenographer made a mistake in reporting 
him as giving an affirmative response. He 
asserted he answered: It does not.“ 


Mr. Aldrich was not agreeable to any | 


change in the résolution, and moved to table 
the Culberson amendment. The vote was 
taken and the vice president announced the 
result as 43 yeas in favor of Senator Aldrich 
and 36 nays against him. 

After Mr. Culberson had been bowled out 
Senator McCumber of North Dakota offered 
an amendment exempting seed oil cake from 
the privilege of the drawback section and 
requiring millers to reéxport the byproducts 
of wheat as well as the flour produced there- 
from unless upon payment of the full duty 
as under the present law. 

Mr. McCumber had voted with Mr. Aldrich 
during the entire time the bill was in the 
senate, fully expecting the drawback sec- 
tion would be made satisfactory to him and to 
His farmer constituents. His explanation, 

‘ however, failed of realization. He made such 
a protest about the conference report that 
Senator Aldrich consented to permit the 
passage of the resolution amending the draw- 
back sectien. 

Resolution Killed in House. 
The resolution passed the senate without 


ment back to the house in accordance with 
instructions to deliver it to Representative 
Payne, who desired to present it himself to 


President Taft. 
Chicagoan Heads Procession. 


A procession was at once formed, headed 
by Representative Wilson of Chicago, chair- 
man of the committee on enrolled bills. This 
started toward the senate wing of the capitol. 
Senator Aldrich and other members of the 
conference committee fell into line, and it 
was an imposing officia] parade that entered 
the president's room bearing the precious 
document. . 

Mr. Taft read the first page carefully, 
glanced over several others, whispered a 
word or two to Attorney General Wicker 
sham, and looked at his watch to see the 
exact hour, which he confirmed by a question 
directed to Secretary Carpenter. , 

Mr. Payne handed him a new pen and the 
president wrote his name upon the last page 
of the document. He immediately added: 

Signed at five minutes after 5 o'clock, 
Aug. 5, 1900. W. H. T.“ 


Mr. Payne Gets the Pen. 


The president then returned the pen to Mr. 
Payne, who carefully deposited it in his vest 
pocket. At this juncture Representative 
John W. Langley of Kentucky handed an- 


other pen to the president, and the latier 


used it in writing the word Approved 
above his official signature. 

The Kentuckian seized the ink splashed 
pen and scurried away before any one could 
rob him of his prize. The measure had now 
become a law, and was taken in charge for 
delivery to the state department, which pro- 
mulgates it officially. 

Following the approval of the general tariff 
bill, the measure establishing free trade be- 
tween the United States and the Philippines 
was signed by the president. An ornate pen 
made of gold mined in the Philippines was 
used for this ceremony. 


When Provisions Go Into Effect. 


Under the terms of the Payne law it goes 
into effect the day after its passage as to 
all paragraphs except those which specifical- 
ly are mentioned. Among theexceptions are 
the maximum tariff, which will enter into 
force on March 30, 1910; the decreased duties 
on leather and the manufactured products 
of leather, which will take effect on Oct. 1. 
1908; the internal revenue feature, which 
will enter into operation at the beginning of 
the next fiscal year, and the provision for the 
abrogation of trade agreements with foreign 
countries, which will take effect after notice 
of not more than six months in any case. 

Congress adjourned at 6 o' clock, legislative 
time. In the house the hands of thei clock 
were moved forward twenty-one minutes in 
order to expedite adjournment. The dignity 
of the senate permitted no such procedyre, 
and it awaited patiently’ the hour agreed 
upon.

FINAL BATTLE OVER TARIFF.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—Senator Dol- 
liver was the first speaker of-the day. Open- 
ing his remarks with a defense of his course 
as a Republican in contending for lower cus- 
toms duties, he denied the right of other Re- 
publican senators to question his position in 
the senate, a position which he said was dic- 
tated by his conscience. 

It has not been my fortune,“ he said, to

The people of his state, he added, had been 
referred to as farm folk,.“ while the state 
itself had been declared to be unreliable, 
given to populism and greenbackism. Iowa, 
he insisted, always had been true to Repub- 
lican standards and still was upholding the 
best interests of the protective policy. 


Refers to “Bargainjng.” 

Here, said Mr. Dolliver, ‘‘ we have had 
the spectaqle of men compelled to bargain 
for the protection of their own people with 
the authorities which control the senate. 
Majorities are obtained by a system of reci- 
procity’ arranged in the citadel of protec- 
tion.“ |

Iowa senator continued, referring to the op- 
position to the creation of such a body.

Crossing the aisle and directing his re-

when it affected New England interests. 

But.“ he said, when you take the tax 
off hides for the benefit of New England the 
people will take a tax out of your hides in 
all those western states.“ 

Ripples of laughter swept over the cham- 
ber, at this remark, in which Mr. Aldrich 
could not refrain from joining. 

The conferees, Mr.. Aldrich said, had in- 
creased the duties on thirty ſteme and de- 
creased them on 110 items au they were 
placed in the senate bill. He would have 
preferred placing a small duty on hides, but 
there were 600 articles in conference and a 
compromise had to be reached. The senate 
conferees, he said, had held out as long as 
they could do so, and then, not with good 
grace, they had agreed. 


Aldrich Replies to Criticism. 


“So long as we have a government by 
parties in the United States, gaid Mr. Al- 
drich, referring to a criticism that the pres- 
ident had been consulted in the preparation 
of the bill, the president of the United 
States, who is the head of the party, is in- 
terested, as are all of us, in carrying out the 
policies of his party. I think I should have 
been recreant to my trust if I had not con- 
ferred with the president with reference to 
the provisions of this act. Such conferences 
always have been held.“ 

Saying that he had aided in the passage 
of five tariff bills, Mr. Aldrich declared that 
he had become used to Democratic predic- 
tions of disaster. | 

I have no fear of the consequences, he 
said. *‘ The people of the United States are 
committed to this protective system and they 
may be counted upon to sustain it.“ 

Mr. Aldrich spoke until 2 o’clock when, in 
accordance with the unanimous agreement, 
the vote was taken on the adoption of the 
conference report, resulting: 47 yeas, 31 nays.

Lieut. Utley Willing Witness at 
Annapolis Hearing. 


TELLS OF THE FIST FIGHT.

Deseription of Encounter Clearest Yet 
Given by Any One, 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 5.—[Special.}—Lieut. 
Howard H. Utley of the marine corps, the 
man on account of whose absence the pro- 
ceedings of the second inquiry into the causes 
of the death of Lieut. James N. Sutton Jr. 
was brought to an abrupt close last week, 
took the stand when the court resumed its 
session today, and by his testimony material- 
ly strengthened the case of himself and his 
brother officers who now are defendant par- 
ties. e ; 
While he was on the stand Lieut. Utley did 
‘not decline to answer any questions. Hesaid 
many times he did not remember certain 
‘things, but for the most part on nearly all 


| essential points his memory was clear and 


his testimony direct. Taken all in all, Utley's 
testimony was more damaging to Sutton than 
that of any of the witnesses who have pre- 
ceded him. 

Has Tilt with Leonard. 


Utiey ise a slow thinker and often pon- 
dered over questions. He and Maj. Leonard 
had a tilt when he was describing the inci- 
dents immediately following the death of 
Sutton. 

* After Sutton died I went to Col. Doyen's 
house and awakened him. I told him Sutton 
had shot Roelker and then committed sui- 
eide, said Utley. . 

* You say suicide,“ said the judge advocate. 
„Are you sure he committed suicide?’ 

Don't you know that I am certain of the 
definition of suicide?” replied Utley. 

Would you sey that a man whojghot at 
anotner, hit himsell, and was killed com- 
mitted suicide?’ asked Maj. Leonard. 

“I would,“ replied Utley. 


Might Have Spoken to Sentry. 

When Mr. Davis asked Utley on cross ex- 
amination about his telling Kennedy to keep 
his mouth shut, Utley said he might have told 
the sentry who passed when Adams and Sut- 
ton were about to fight not to say anything 
About it, but he had spoken to no enlisted 
man on the subject the day after. Kennedy 
had testified that Sutton asked him to hold 
his coat when he and Adams were preparing 
to fight, but Utley remembered no such oc- 
currence. His story of the events that oc- 
curred before he, Osterman, Sutton, and 
Adams, who occupied the same automobile, 
reached the marine reservation on the way 
from Carvel hall, was the same as that told 
by Osterman and Adams. 

Utley’s description of the first fight be- 
tween Osterman and Sutton Is the clearest 
that yet has been given. It was caused, he 
said, by Sutton’s calling Osterman a vile 
name and hitting him in the back of the head. 
The fight was all one way, Utley declared, 
Sutton never having a chance. After Oster- 
man knocked Sutton down, said Utley, Sut- 
ton lay on the ground, refusing to get up and 
fight or say he had enough. Finally he said 
he had enough fist fighting, but would get 
a gun and kill them all before morning. 


Fail to Clear Up Point. 

One point that everybody interested in the 
trial had hoped would be cleared up by Utley 
was how De Hart came to get possession of 
the revolver’ that is said to have been in 
Sutton’s possession that night ahd which 
afterward was found on the parade grounds. 
De Hart said the officer gaye it to him at 
the scene of Sutton's death. Osterman, 
Bevan, Adams, and Willing all have been 
questioned and none knew anything about it. 
Today Utley said when Adams threw Sut- 
ton face downward on the ground he, Utley. 
and some one else he cannot identify, caught 
hold of Sutton. One arm was under Sutton 
The free hand 
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South Chicago and East End police stations. 
Lieut. Smith of the South Chicago station 
directed the rescue ot the injured. 

Two physicians who were on the train 
which struck the car rushed to the assist- 
ance of the injured and did all they could 
40 alleviate their suffering. They boarded 
the train when it left and the police did not 
learn their names, 

At the St. Bernard's hospital, where many 
of the injured were taken, a crowd of the 
friends and relativee of the injured assem- 
bled and filled the etreet in front. They 
were kept from entering the hospital by 
force. 

The women and children who were injured 
were taken to a ward on the fourth floor 
and the scene there was the most pathetic 
of any. Weeping \children cried for their 
mothers who had been separated from them 
and mothers anxiously sought information of 
tleir children whom they had not seen bince 
the wreck. 


One of Twelve Children Hurt. 


Of twelve small children on the car only 
one was badly injured. 

Conflicting stories were told by passengers 
as to where the fault for the accident lay. 
One man said the conductor got off and went 
ahead to see if the crossing was clear and 
that the car was started before he gave the 
signal. 

Another said the conductor gave the signal 
and then saw the approaching train and 
threw himself in front of his car and tried 
to push it back. 

James Bowler was on the car returning 
from Hammond with his wife. 

We had just crossed the Indiana state 
Une,“ he said, “ and the conductor was mak- 
ing his second round collecting fares. I was 
reaching into my pocket to get my money 
when the crash came and that was the last I 
knew. The conductor did not get off the car 
and go forward to see if the track was 
clear.“

Robber Loots Bank and Then 
Hides in Lumber Pile and 
Stands Off Town.

SLAYS BRAVEST OF ALL. 


Holds Fire Against Rush by Sin- 
gle Foe Until Nearness 
Makes Aim Sure. 


White Bear, Minn., Aug. 5.—(Special.)}— 
Seeking shelter beneath a pile of lumder, a 
lone bandit who had robbed the First Na- 
tional bank of all its cash stood off the entire 
male population of White Bear for almost 


antagonists and wounding four others. A 
bullet finally found its way to his heart, and 
when his body was picked up it was found 
that he had been wounded fifteen times.

Robber Ready for Long Fight. 

More than five nundred siwots were ex- 
changed, and Pohl was found to have had 
ammunition enough in a belt and in his 
pocket to have continued fighting until dark. 
He bore nis earlier wounds with fortitude, 
and it was only when his right arm was 
shattered and his ritie was knocked out of his 
hand that he exposed himself sufficiently to 
serve as a fair mark for the bullets of the 
surrounding posse, : 

As Pohl reached out to regain his rifle John 
Brachvogel, whose previous shot had shat- 
tered the robber’s arm, aimed carefully for 
a second shot, and when he had pulled the 
trigger the fight was over. 

Pohl's attack on the bank apparently was 
carefully planned, and it is believed he was 
an ex-convict and professional cracksman. 
He came to White Bear about a week ago 
and obtained employment as a laborer on 
building work. 


Attacks Lone Bank Cashier. 
This morning he received his pay check and 
quit his job. The check called for $7, and 
Pohl waited until Alfred Auger, cashier, was 
alone in the bank. As Auger was examining 


duced a rifle he had concealed in a coat slung 
ovet his arm and demanded that the cashier 
hand over all the cash in the bank. ; 

Auger complied with the demand, giving up 
$565 in currency and silver, and as Pohl left 
the bank and started to run toward the woods 
with his booty the cashier gave the alarm. 
In a few seconds merchants whose stores 
adjoin the bank had rushed into the street 
armed with rifles and revolvers. They formed 
a posse and started running after the flying 
robber, who paused in his flight at intervals 
and shot at them. 

Finally. as Pohl neared a lumber yard on 
the outskirts of the town, he saw more citi- 


‘gens ahead of him, and turned in among the 


lumber plles. 


Makes Fort of Lumber Pile. 

Coming to a pile which stood more than 
a foot off the ground on skids, the robber 
darted underneath and hastily pulled some 
loose boards in front of him to form a screen 
for his movements. The posse came up ina 
few seconds and its members deployed as 
skirmishers and took posts behind other pilee 
of lumber. 

The fight then assumed the aspect of a 
siege. Every time a member of the posse 
showed himself Pohl fired at him, and every 
time the robber's gun flashed answering bul- 
lets from other quarters chipped the boards 
and kicked up the dust about his entrenched 
position. 

Larken, who was employed as a chef at 
Five Forks, a summer camp at Bald Eagle, 
lost his life through his own daring. Be- 

leving that the robber could be evercome by 
a determined rush Larken, armed with a 
repeating rifle, drew nearer and nearer the 
pile, until only a few yards away. ‘Then he 
stood up and attempted to rush Pohl, firing 
directly at the screening boards as he ran. 


Waits for “White of His Eyes.” 


Fully twenty steps Larken took before 
there was a flash from beneath the robber's 
Impromptu fort. The onlookers believed the 
chef's bravery had carried the day and were 
about to set up a cheer for him, when sud- 
denly there came a single rifle crack and 
a spurt of flame from beneath the pile and 
Larken crumpled and dropped dead in his 
tracks, shot through the heart. 

}iutler was shot through the abdomen, 

14 „ in the fight, and was cared for in the 
juinwer yard until a doctor could be sum- 
moned. Then it was learned that his wound 
was more serious than had been supposed at 
first and he was removed to a hospital. The 
local physician holds out small hope of sav- 
ing ‘hie life, but if he regains sufficient 
strength to permit it he will be taken to 
St. Paul on a special train for an operation.

‘WOMEN STAY SLAYER’S HAND 


Courage on Firing Line Prevents 
Tragedy Being Quadrupled. 


MURDER OVER 10 CENT FARE 


Men Passengers Sit Helpless as Indiana 
Doctor Kills Conductor. 


Muncie, Ind., Aug. 5.—[Special.J—Woman's 
courage on the firing line in all probability 
prevented a tragedy from being quadrupled 
today when Dr. Nelson Ross shot to death 

Linder, an interurban conductor, and 
tried to kill his three companions. 

The young physician, following angry 
words with the four men over the payment 
of fare, waz about to be put off the car 
when he drew a revolver and began to shoot. 
He fired half a dosen bullets, two of which 
hit Linder, one in the heart and the other 
in the thigh. Linder’s death was instan- 
taneous. The other shots went wild. al- 
though one went between the lege of one of 
the quartet attacked. 

Ross’ sudden outbreak paralyzed the score 
or more of men passengers upon the car and 
as shot followed shot they could do nothing 
but stare in horror, helpless, and glued to 
their seats. Four women, seated midway 
in the car, however, at the first crack of 
the pistol rushed forward. Though too iate 
to save the conductor, who lay dying on 
the floor of the car as they reached his side, 
without thought of their own danger they 
surrounded the maddened doctor.

Two hours later Ross arrived at the police 
station here, having walked to Muncie to sur- 
rendér.

Mr. Lamoreux was commissioner of the 
land office for four years, and after he re- 
turned to Wisconsin became president of the 
German-American bank of this city. 

The fishing excursion on which Mr. Lam- 
oreux sustained the cut which caused his 
death was during the house party which pre- 
ceded the marriage of his daughter early in 
the summer. 

He hooked a large bass, bu. the fish 
snagged the hook, and in trying to recover 
his tackle Mr. Lamoreux scratched his fin- 
ger. He thought nothing of the cut at the 
time, and it was not until some time after- 
ward that he was found to have been poi- 
soned by the cut. 

His condition cid not take a turn for the 
worse until Tuesday night, when he was 
unable to take nourishment and became un- 
conscious. He did not recover consciousness 
for more than a few minutes at a time before 
his death.

A. C. Eby Taken on Charge 
Trying to Blackmail Penn- 
Sylvania Railway. 


DEMAND IS FOR $45,000. 


Threat to Blow Up Bridges and 
Wreck Trains Unless the 
Money Is Paid. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 5.—{Special.}J—In 
the arrest of Abram C. Eby, said to be the 
mayor and a prominent attorney sf Burke- 
ville, Va., in this city today the United States 
postal inspectors announced that they had 
unearthed a plot to extort $45,000 from the 
Pennsylvania railroad by threats to blow up 
railroad bridges and other property. } 

While the sanity of Eby, who is charged 
with writing letters to President McCrea of 
the Pennsylvania, in which a demand for 
$45,000 was made, is questioned, Chief. Cor 
telyou of the local postal inspector's office 
expressed the opinion that had not the man 
been taken into custody he probably would 
have tried to carry out hig threat to cause 
Fe ra destruction on the lines of the 
railroad. 


Eby Held in $10,000 Bonds. 

The accused man was held in $10,000 bonds 
by United States Commissioner Craig at the 
postoffice building, to await the action of 
the grand jury for the September. term. 
Later he was taken to Moyamensing prison. 
An examination into his mental condition | 
probably will be made next week. 

Eby’s demeanor at the hearing before 
Commissioner Craig appeared that of a ra- 
tional man, and when he heard the amount 
of bail in which he was held he jumped to his 
feet and said: ~. . 

Ball will be forthcoming as soon as my 
friends hear of my predicament.” 

The letters written by Eby disclose one of 
the most remarkable cases that have come 
before the federal authorities. The man, 
according to his own writings, had planned 
a systematic series of dynamite attacks. 

Eby's scheme was so daring that it was | 
decided to entrap him. He made use of his 
alleged secret society connections in the ne- 
gotiations and exacted what he asserted were 
masonic oaths to make the payment of the 
money binding upon the railroad officials. 

At his own suggestion he was forwarded 
money and transportation to come to this 
city, and the arrest was made shortly after 
noon, when he had been led to believe that 
the money would be paid over. 


First “Declaration of War.” 

The first declaration of war was served 
upon the railroad in a letter received on 
July 11. In part the communication was as 
follows: P 

President of the Pennsylvania Railroad: 
This is a declaration of war, My life is openly 
staked on the result, for I am prepared to meet | 
you at any time and plac ) you may name, 
My weapons are dynamite and other high ex- 
plosives. The Norfolk and Western railroad is 
controlled by you and it is unprotected. 1 
easily can set mines at lonely embankments to 
be fired by the running of fast expresses over it, 

I easily can conceal a few sticks of dynamite 
on coal cars at lonely sidings. There is ne 
danger in attaching bombs to freight a 
ger cars or coal hoppers, so that when they 
are run out on the m line the fastenings 
will wear off and the will drop and 
ditch the trains. “Ae 

I can wreck others in a more scientific man- 
ner. I mean business. I have no accomplices, 
but am my own confidant. When you look for 
me in Pennsylvania I will be in Virginia, You 
cannot catch me, The papers will give details 
ot the wrecks and my campaign will reach 
others. 

All anarchists will follow the lead, as was 
done when the Black Hand society sprang into 
existence following the publication of a fake 
nows story. 

I am ready to disclose my secret if you 
pay me $45,000 and pledge that I will go free, 
If you break the pledge you can only get m. 
for blackmail. I will take my punishment and 
do worse when I get free. —

Galt Lake City, Utah, Aug. 5.—[Special.J— 
Utah started a movement today to make a 
splendid exhibit at the United States Land 
and Irrigation exposition to be held in Chi- 
cago next November under the auspices of 
Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

The support of the Salt Lake Commercial 
club was promised and 2 William Spry 
will take personal charge of the campaign 
to be made to raise sufficie — to show 
Utah's agricultural resources at the expo- 
gition.

Mr, Kiesel was 
prominent in the organization of the na- 
tional irrigation congress and has been ac- 
tive in its work ever since the first session, 
serving several terms as vice preident of the 
congress and as member of the boardof gov- 
ernors. 

Chance Not to Be Overlooked. 

This year, however, he is slowly recovering 
from a severe illness and has been unable 
to take any active part in such work. He 
expressed a deepinterest inthe UnitedStates 
Land and Irrigation exposition and wrote 
letters to prominent citizens and state ofti- 
cials in Salt Lake in which he expressed 
his belief that Utah should be well repre- 
sented at the exposition and asked their 
earnest support in making the necessary ar- 
rangements. 

Mr. Kiesel said this was an opportunity 
which must not be overlooked and that 
Utah's advantages as the @ioneer irriga- 
tion state of the union should be shown ina 
proper manner.

Companies Say Interstate Board 
Cannot Control Charges. 


SHIPPERS FILE COMPLAINTS. 


Chicago and Northwestern Build Inter- 
changeable Motor Car, 


A protracted contest between the Illinois 
railroad and warehouse commission and the 
shippers of Illinois on one side and the ex- 
press companies doing business in the state 
on the other is likely to result this fall from 
the attitude taken by the commission that 
it has jurisdiction over the transportation 
charges of the express companies. 

This position, it appeared yesterday, is dis- 
puted by the express companies, who assert 
that the commission has no power in law to 
reduce their rate or even to require them 
to file tariffs with the commission as the 
railroads do. None of the companies, om 

u 
they will do so under protest. The real fight 
wlll come when the commission gets ready 
to act on the numerous complaints that have 
been received and attempts to reduce the 
rates. 

Following the failure of the last legis- 
lature to enact a bill to give the commission 
undoubted power to fix reasonable maximum 
rates to be charged by the express companies, 
which has been strongly advocated by the 
Chicago Association of Commerce and the 
Illinods Retail Merchants’ association, the 
commission fell back on an opinion by At- 
torney General Stead and decided to assert 
its jurisdiction without further legislation. 
Every express company operating in the 
state, as well as other firms or individuals 
engaged in business as common carriers on 
the railway lines, has been notified by Sec- 
retary Kilpatrick to file its tariffs with the 
commission within a reasonable time. 


Shippers File Complaints. 

The commission has before it a large num- 
ber of complaints made by shippers in the 
past of alleged unreasonable and excessive 
charges on the part of the express com- 


-panies. These have not been passed upon as 


the commission has never until recently as- 
serted its jurisdiction, but these will be con- 
sidered at the September meeting: As an- 
nounced in its resolution of July 6, the com- 


‘mission now takes the position that express 


companies are to be treated exactly like rail- 


roads or other common carriers, and if it 


finds -after a hearing that the shippers’ al- 
legations are supported by facts it will follow 
its usual course and prescribe a new scale 
of rates it regards as reasonable. It wil) 
then be up to the express companies to 
contest the findings in court on the ground 
that the law creating the commission does 
not subject their rates to review. 

The only case that came up before the 
commission yesterday involved a grade 


‘crossing dispute between the Bloomington, 
Pontiac and Joliet Electric railway, the Alton 
and Wabash, and the Illinois Central, 
question of division of expense.

Omaha, Neb. Aug. 5.— [Special IA 
merger of all the state temperance organ- 
izations is being perfected for the purpose 
of taking a vigorous hand in the politics 
of Nebraska and insuring a more complete 
enforcement of the liquor laws of the state. 
The merger, when completed next week, 
will give the anti-saloon forces a voting 
strength of upwards of 100,000, scattered over 
every county in the state.

“There ig no doubt that the expense of 
Mtigation which Is referred to a master in 
chancery ‘is outrageously high, and in many 
cases litigants are practically deprived of 
their righta by reason of this fact.” 

Thus Master in Chancery George Mille 
Rogers, in replying yesterday to criticisms 
and attempted witticisms leveled at him for 
the fees charged in the billboard case, ana- 
lyzed the faults of the system under which 
he justifie@those fees. City attorneys were 
quoted, after Master Rogers presented his 
bill, as saying the masters of Chicago had a 
union or something to the same effect with 
a wage scale by which excessive charges 
were levied just for thinking thoughts.” 
Continuing in his criticlam and justifica- 
tion, Mr. Rogers said: 

The wrong is due to the system under 
which masters are acting, and not to the 
masters themselves.” 


Why System Is Burdensome. 
Explaining in what respects the system 


proves burdensome, he said: 


The expense of litigation before a master 
are exceedingly high, for the reason that the 
litigants must pay not only the master’s fee 
but the stenographer’s fee, and also their 
solicitor’s fee. This wrong can be righted 
only by abolishing the fee system and plac- 
ing the masters on a fair salary, which, how- 
ever, should be commensurate with the im- 
portance of the work intrusted to them in 
this county. 

It is not generally known, but it is a 
fact, that in Cook county, in cases where a 
reference is made, the master in chancery 
practically tries the case and the Circuit and 
Superior court judges act simply in the 
capacity of an appellate court. This is the 
fact, although in theory not contemplated by 
the law. 

For a long time I have advocated the 
abolishment of the fee system and the plac- 
ing of masters on a’salary, ahd I fee! that the 
matter is almost of sufficient importance to 
justify the governor in including it and 
other changes in the general practice in his 
. Call for a special session of the legislature. 
With a few changes I would earnestly

Tried to Secure Reforms, 

“I wish to state further that during all 
my long period of service as a master I have 
done everything in my power to bring about 
a better condition, and with the aid of some 
other masters and lawyers, who have ap- 
Ppreciated the necessity for action, have suc- 
ceedied several times in having action taken 
by the judges of the courts’ and by the 
Chicago Bar association in which the prac- 
tices: complained of have been condemmed 
severely. 

In two or three instances the judges and 
the bar association have put themselves on 
record as favoring the revocation of the ap- 
pointment of a master who should be guilty 
of such practices as soliciting business, 
dividing fees, and so on. The trouble has 
been, however, that none of these good res- 
olutions has been carried out or adered 
to, either by the judges or by the bar as- 
sociation. 

“I will de glad to aid at any time, in any 
movement which will have in view a com- 
plete change in the present system; but as 
long as the system continues I do not feel 
that it is fair that individuals should be 
subjected to criticism for things which can- 
not be avoided under this system.“ 


Justifies Billboard Charges. 

As to the charges in the billboard case, 
Mr. Rogers said it was discussed by lawyers 
representing both parties to the litigation and 
that neither solicitor suggested in any way 
that the bill was unreasonable. 

There is no agreement between masters 
in chancery.“ he said, as has been stated, 
regulating the amount of their fees. There 
is, however, a custom existing under which 
a reasonable fee is charged for their services, 
where the statute does not expressly regulate 
the amount of the fee. These reasonable 
charges, which are recognized among the 
reputable lawyers, as reasonable and cus- 
tomary, are sustained by the judges of the 
courts, who have the right to fix the fee in 
cases where any objection is made. It is 
the practice of the masters to charge for 
such services a reasonable fee, usually less 
than would be charged for the services of any 
lawyer of equal standing and ability for 
similar services. 

No master in chancery who is worthy of 
the position can afford to charge less than 
these reasonable fees if he expects to leave 
for himself, after paying the expenses of his 
business, anywhere near a fair compensation 
for his time and services.

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STOCKHOLM FEARS 
STRIKE VIOLENCE 


| Temper of Both Workmen and | 


Inhabitants Is Near the 
Breaking Point. 


HUNGER FELT IN CITY.

Food Supply Is Running Low; 
Poor Residents Camping on 
the Outskirts.

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 8. —- Although Stock- 
holm has been quiet@onight except for sev- 
eral minor demonstrations by mobs of strik- 
ers, it is believed this situation represente 
merely the calm before the storm, for the 
ranks of the strikers are being augmented 
hourly and the temper of both the strikers 
and the inhabitants of the city in genera! is 
increasing. Fears are expressed that sert- 
ous trouble may arise at any moment. The 
strikers now number 300,000, 

The government is making ready to meet 
any contingency. Additional troops have. 
been ordered to Stockholm, and the streets 
tonight are full of clattering army wagone 
arriving with supplies from the farming dis- 
tricts, each carrying two soldiers with fixed 
bayonets and surrounded by mounted 
guards. ; 

Bread Supply Nearly Exhausted. 

Within the city the pinch of hunger is be- 
ginning to be felt. The bread supply is near- 
ly exhausted and owing to the strike of 
ala ughterers the stock of meat also is run- 
ning low. Prices have risen to heights which 
almost preclude the podrer classes buying 
food. Thousands of the poor already are 
camping out in the outlying districts, some 
in tents and some in the open, and living al- 
most entirely on the fish they are able to 
catch. Soldiers are supervising the distri- 
bution of milk in the city, 

andinavians generally are lending their 
aid to their brothers in Sweden. The Norwe- 
gian laborers already have donated $40,000 
to the strike fund and are making further 
collections for the cause.’ The members of 
Danish unions have promised to contribute a 
percentage of their weekly wages as long 
as the lockout lasts and collections are being 
taken up in Finland tor the strikers in 
Sweden. 


Paupers as Grdtediggers. 

Paupers from the State poorhouses have 
been enlisted to replace the striking grave 
diggers and undertakerg,, and instead of 
hearses etretchers are being used to carry 
corpses through the streets to the ceme- 
teries. The funerals proceed under military 
escort. The employés of the gas works and 
the electric light plants have gone out on 
strike and as a result military guards have 
been placed over the establishments. 

The authorities contend that this protec- 
tion is necessary and assert that last night 
they frustrated an attempt to blow up the 
gas works with dynamite: A gunboat has 
been stationed opposite the gas works, and 
no boats are allowed to pass etween it and 
the shore. 

The strike as yet does hot embrace the ag- 
riculttural districts of the country to any 
great extent, but attempts are being made to 
involve them also.

Of small but 
uniform size it makes.a good shipper, and from 
its earliness commands a high price on the 
market. A 7-year-old grove is said to produce 
between $600 and $1,000 an acre.

If you have reason to think the milk you 
are using is adulterated, keep it for two or 
three days at ordinary temperature; if, on 
removing the cap; it does not smell sour, is 
ngt curdied, but has a putrefactive odor, 
— indicates that preservatives have been 


Among the preservatives used are tormal- 
dehyde, boracic acid, salicylic acid, and 
sodium carbonate, Formaldehyde is the 
most common preservative. A simple test 
for this is as follows: Take an ordinary 
test tube, place in it two tablespoonfuls of 
milk, and add about an equal amount of 
commercial sulphuric acid. Care should be 
taken not to let the latter touch the clothing 
or hands, pouring the acid down the wide 
of the tube so that it does not mix with the 
milk. If formalin is present a violet ring 
will appear between the layer of acid and 
milk. A test should be made every time the 
milk supply is changed or whenever de- 
terloration is suspected. 


Mattress Chat. 


Nowadays mattresses come in Hretty cov- 
erings, and as they are protected by a cotton 
pad placed between them and the springs 
there is no reason why homely mattresses 
should be purchased. . 

The best mattress, and by far the cheapest 
in the end, is made of hair. It frequently 
costs $25, but one made of the shorter hairs 
can be purchased for $15. The next best is 
made of felt. Mattresses made of Spanish 
moss, excelsior, and cotton mat down quick- 
ly and are not as comfortable as a hair mat- 
tress. 

A mattress should be made in two parts, 
one square and the other oblong. While it 
is intended that the oblong piece should go 
at the foot of the bed, it is advisable @ 
change the parts often, so that the wear is 
distributed evenly. A hair mattress should 
be made over every two years. 


Complexion Hint. 

The girl who perspires will not be such a 
sight if, instead of incessantly mopping her 
face, she carries with her a tiny vial of al- 
cohol and rosewater, and wipes her face oc- 
casionally with it. A mixture of borax and 
water is also drying to perspiration, and 
there are certain preparations of grease that 
not only keep one from perspliring so freely 
but destroy any possible odor.

Make a syrup 
in the proportion of one pint of vinegar to 
each four pounds of sugar, two teaspoonfuls 
each mace, cinnamion, and allspice, a tea- 
spoonful each cloves and salt. When boil- 
ing, add the currants, cook twenty minutes, 
and put up in glasses the same as jelly.

This is one of the best household reme- 
dieg for sore throat, Stem large ripe black 
currants, and after washing put in the pre- 
serving kettle, allowing a cupful of water 
to each quart of fruit. This is essential, be- 
cause the black currants are a drier fruit 
than either the red or white. Mash with a 
wooden spoon or pestie, then cover and cook 
un til the currants have reached the boiling 
point. Drain. To éach pint of juice allow 
a half pound of loaf sugar. 
mixed. Then cook just ten minutes from the 
time it begins to boil, Overcooking makes it 
tough and stringy. Pour in sterilized glasses 


and cover with paraffin when cold. Black 


currant jelly is delicious when served with 

game.

Annabelle Lee Jumps 
Through Fence. 


FAVORITES BOWLED OVER 


Spanish Queen and Esther Bells

Kalamazoo, Mich., Aug. 5.— [Special. I— An 
accident which probably will keep Ed Geers 
out of the sulky for the next fortnight and 
which at one time looked as if itanight result 
even more seriously occurred during the 
racing of the $5,000 purse for 2:14 pacers 
today. 

Of the seven starters the Geers stable fur- 
nished two, Annabelle Lee and Geraldine, the 
first driven by Geers. The favorite in 
the race was Star Patchen, and when the 
word for the first heat was given he at once 
moved to the front. As the horses swung 
into the backstretch Geers worked Anna- 
belle Lee into second place and was riding 
easy a length or so back of Snow. Just as 
the five-eighths pole wag reached the big 
black mare made a break, and Geers fol- 
lowed the outside course. At the point where 
the break occurred there is a gap in the 
fence, and the crowd gave a gasp of horror 
as Annabelle Lee suddenly bolted over the 
embankment at that point.

Horse and Driver Disappear. . 

Horse and driver disappeared. In an in- 
stant the center field and the track were 
black with people running to the scene 
of the trouble. They were followed 
by several automobiles owned by physi- 
clans. When the crowd reached Geers 
they found him sitting on the embankment, the 
ruins of thé sulky not far away, and Annabelle 
Lee standing a couple of blocks up the street. 

That Geers was suffering intense pain was evi- 
dent and an instant later he fainted. Placed in an 
automobile and taken to his stable, he recovered 
consciousness, The doctors found that, aside from 
a sprained ankle, Geers had some painful bruises, 
but the ankle is in such a condition that Geers will 
not be able to drive for awhile. 

While all this was going on Star Patchen had 
won the heat, being in the lead all the way, with 
The Bosun second and Geraldine third, and the 
others straggling along. 

The 2:07 trot, in which the starters were Ster- 
ling McKinney, Beatrice Bellini, Spanish Queen, 
and Carlokin, was expected to furnish some fast 
miles, and on account of his known speed Me- 
Kinney was made favorite at 828 to $10, his back- 
ers betting he would not break.

Jones and Commissioner Answer 
Emerson with Plea of Mis- 
take in Ordinance. 


Charges of misconduct were made by Ald. 
John R. Emerson of the Eighth ward yester- 
day when the corporation counsel's office 


upheld his declaration that permits for 


frame buildings were being issued illegally 
within a new fire district in Chicago. 

His criticisms were directed at his own 
coMeague, Ald. John H. Jones, and Murdoch 
Campbell, building commissioner, both of 
whom he declared willfully violated an or- 
dinance passed by the city council last 
March, extending the fire UHmit in his ward. 

They gaid the entire matter would be 
Straightened out by an amendment making 
the section for which the permits were is- 
sued a “‘provisional”’ fire district, where frame 
buildings may be erected with frontage con- 
sents. 

Ald. Emerson, however, announced tha 
he had retained an attorney, L. W. Carp- 
enter of South Chicago, and that he intended 
to take the matter into court to punish the 
“incompetency” he had uncovered. 


Pleads’ Error in Ordinance. 


As nearly as can be discovered, Ald. Jones 
introduced in the council an amendment to 


the building code extending the fire limits 


in his ward from Seventy-fifth street as far 
south as Seventy-ninth street. He says he 
inteded to make this added territory a pro- 
visional”’ district, and a mistake was made 
by the assistant corporation counsel who 
drew the ordinance. 

When some of his friends wanted frame 
building permits there, he persuaded Com- 
missioner Campbell tp issue them on the 
ground that the mistake would be rectified as 
soon as he could bring it before the council. 

Six of these permits were discovered by 
Aid. Emerson, who complained to the com- 


missioner, who in return referred the case 


to the corporation counsel. Howard W. 
Hayes wre an opinion advising the com- 
missioner to order all the building operations 
suspended until the substitute amendment, 
which Ald, Jones already had asked the law 
department to draft, had been acted on by 
the council. This, the commissioner says, 
he probably will do. 


Sends Out Wheel Tax Squad. 

Acting Chief of Police Schuettler, at the 
request of City Collector Magerstadt, called 
in two policemen from each one of the city’s 
forty-five precincts and ten from the Central 
detail and assigned them for a renewal of 
the wheel tax collection campaign. They

An evidence collecting contest in the al. 

leged graft cases against Inspector McCann 
and Detective Griffin is in progress in the 
west side levee district between Mike de 
Pike Heitler and Morris Shatz. Heitler, 
accused by Shatz and Louls Frank before 
the recent grand jury of making collections 
of police graft for McCann and Griffin, gave 
a bond of $22,500 Wednesday and was re- 
leaged from the county jail, where he had 
been held under fifteen indictments after he 
had asserted to State's Attorney Wayman 
that he knew nothing of the alleged collec- 
tion of graft on the west side. Shatz, a re- 
sort keeper, was the first man to confess to 
the payment of protection money in the levee 
district. 
. “I will show that Shate was run out of 
St. Louis four years ago for spreading tales 
about the police of that city accepting pro- 
tection money from him,” Heitler said. 


Woman Accuses Shatz. 

Sadie Kats of the west side told in the aft- 
ernoon of Shatz’s alleged attempt to collect 
evidence against McCann and Griffin. 

He came to me séveral times, she said, 
the last time was last night. He said I 
should.go to the trial and swear that I had 
paid protection money to Mike the Pike for 
Griffin and McCann, I said I never did. 

“*Swear you did. any way,‘ he said, ‘ and 
you can have a house of your own and make 
a lot of money.’ I will testify at the trials 
of McCann and Griffin if they want me to, 
but I will tell that I never paid a cent for pro- 
tection to either. And I will tell that Shatz 
said that he would dp anything to get Me- 
Cann and Mike the Pike.“ 

Shatz denies he ever was in trouble in St. 
Louis or that he attempted to influence Sadie 
Katz. 


Want Their Records Cleared. 

Several policemen, including Detective 
Charles McShane of the Maxwell station, 
went to the state’s attorney’s office during 
the day and demanded that their records 
which had been attacked by grand jury wit- 
nesses last month, be cleared and that the 
charges made against them: be taken: ut by 
the September grand jury. The records of 
several officers are said to have been attacked 
by men who testified in connection with the 
alleged collection of graft on the part of 
police officials. Detective McShane arrested 
Abraham Rosenthal, 325 Washburne ave- 
nue, as an alleged pickpocket. The arrest 
was made on descriptions furnished the Chi- 
cago police department. When the case 
was called before Judge Kersten, a con- 
ductor, who had previously identified Rosen- 
thal, it is asserted, repudiated his testimony 
given at the preliminary hearing, and the ac- 
cused man was discharged. When the graft 
investigation. was begun, Rosenthal com- 
plained to the state's attorney that Detective 
McShane had persecuted him and accepted 
$75 graft money from him.
